Five Die, 1 Alive 
In B-25 Crash 
Near Airport 

The bodies of five men were 
> found today In the wreckage of 
n B 25 bomber which crashed 
against an Anne Arundel county 
hillside 2 miles from Friendship 
Airport last night as It attempted 
to make s landing on the rain- 
swept field. 

A sixth man. found alive at the 
scene by rescuers, who chopped 
their way through dense under- 
growth to reaeh the wreckage, 
was reported In critical condi- 
tion. He was identified as an army 
officer, one of three passengers 
aboard the plan* on a flight from 
Tulsa. Okta.. to Andrews Air 
Force Base outside Washington.

The twin-engined bomber, 
based at Andrews Air Force Bsse. 
was returning to Andrews after 
a training flight to Tulso, Okie , 
but was ordered to Friendship 
because bad weather had closed 
down the military field. Shortly 
rftcr 10 PM., after identifying 
Itself to the Friendship control 
lower, the plane crashed Into the 
hill In Howard county. 

Its wreckage was not discovered 
until after 8 30 A.M. yesterday, 
ntirl. rescue workers found It ex 
tremely difficult to reach the 
»cene through the dense woods 
and underbrush. They chopped a 
path through the woods with axes 
lo bring out Captain Nagell on a 
Mrctcher to a point where a 
Marine helicopter could land for 
him.

Shearer, the pilot, of Cornelius, 
Ore.; Major Done Coe, copilot, of 
Buffalo; Airman 1/C Robert If.
